Shawnee, Ok., July n .__Pott 
ty will harvest about 35,000 bales of 
cotton this season, according to close 
estimates of persons who have visited 
all sections of the county.

dozen 
prominent farm ers of different parts 
of Tulsa county met in Tulsa yes­ 
terday afternoon, held a lengthy con­ 
ference, 
perfected 
an 
organization 
and fired the first gun in a county- 
wide good roads campaign to be car­ 
ried on this summer and fall. The 
meeting was called to order by J. P. 
H arter, experimental farmer and gov­ 
ernm ent dem onstrator, in the Com­ 
mercial Club rooms. 
Arthur Antle, former liveryman of 
Tulsa, and prominent farm er was 
elected president and C. H. Cleveland 
former 
county 
commissioner 
and 
president of the Skiatook State Bank. 
was elected secretary. 
The members of the new organiz­ 
ation calid in a body on the city 
commissioners and received much en­ 
couragement from that body. Steps 
were taken at yesterday’s meeting to 
organize Good Roads District No. I, 
and active good road building will 
be started in that territory at once. 
About two years ago the voters of 
Tulsa county voted a $400,000 good 
roads bond issue but up to this time 
practically none of this amount has 
been spent. Under the state laws the 
county at large pays one-fourth of 
the costs of improving roads in any 
one road district. This means that 
$1,200,000 must be spent by various 
r*oad districts in the county before 
the $400,000 county fund 
is used, 
making a total of $1,600,000 in all. 
Another meeting of the good roads 
organization will be held in the near 
future, perhaps in Tulsa or Broken 
Arrowr, at which time, other m atters 
of importance concerning the future 
of Tulsa county’s highways will be 
discussed. 
The good roads m atters are now 
in the hands of a bunch of real live 
wires and results can be expected.

STATE AUTONOMIST TELLS 
HOW TO RAISE ALFALFA 
All of the printed m atter published 
by this station pertaining to alfalfa 
has been exhausted. The continued re­ 
quests for information as how to best 
j start the crop, how to harvest and 
how to keep the flelci in good condi­ 
tion shows a widespread interest. The 
following brief suggestions should be 
tound useful to those who have had 
no experience in growing this crop. 
These statem ents are 
made 
briefly 
and concisely and are based on the 
results secured in extensive depart­ 
ments at this station. 
Starting the Crop. 
I here are but few farms in Okla­ 
homa on which alfalfa may not be 
grown profitably, at least on a few 
acres. 
Alfalfa succeeds fairly well en both 
upland and bottom land, but is much 
more productive on ;the bottom land. 
The rich alluvial bottom lands of the 
state give the best results. Loamy 
soil or sandy loam is better than a 
very heavy clay soil. 
Alfalfa will not grow on land hav­ 
ing a very compact nard pan, on wet, 
undrained soil oi* on sour or acid 
land. 
The soil should Im* well prepared. 
Alfalfa should not be seeded on fresh 
plowing, but the seed 'bed should be 
firm, with the surface in good tilth. 
Seeding may be done in the spring 
(April) or fall (the ‘last of August or 
during Septe-mber) but On unfavorable 
soil anti on weedy land fall seeding 
will probably give the best results. 
Twelve to twenty pounds of seed 
should be sown per acre, either broad 
cast or drilled. Care should be used 
not to plant too deeply as the seed 
are very small. 
Alfalfa should always *be 
planted 
by itself, never with a nurse crop, 
except when sown in the fall on land 
which drifts badly. When sown on 
sucli a field it may he well to seed a 
peck of cats or barley at the same 
time if the alfalfa is seeded in the 
fall. 
On land devoid of humus and in 
,joor physical condition a good appli­ 
cation of barnyard m anure will be ex­ 
ceed ingly valuable. 
Inoculation vs seldom if ever neces- 
' sary in Oklahoma. 
! 
Always sta rt alfalfa in a small way 
I and increase the acreage gradually as 
desired. 
Seed horn*; grown variety if pos­ 
sible to secure such a strain. There 
is very little difference -in the va­ 
rieties as commonly sold on the mar­ 
ket 
Use nothing but the best seed. Ex­ 


amine for noxious weeds and especi­ 
ally dodder. 
'Send a sample of the seed to the 
Experiment Station for germination 
and purity tests before seeding, but 
do not w ait until a week or so be­ 
fore seeding time. This test will be 
made free of charge, and a report can 
be expected inside of two weeks aft 
er the sample is received. 
Liming the soil has not been found 
beneficial on the station farm on eith 
er upland cr bottom land. 
After Treatment. 
When weather conditions are very 
unfavorable the young plants may 
die. When this occurs reseed on the 
same land the following spring or 
fall, as the case may he. Do not 
let One unsuccessful trial discourage 
you. 
If the leaves turn yellow or rust 
badly, or if severely attacked by in­ 
sects, or if weeds grow rank and 
shade the young plants, it should 'be 
clipped 
Clip whenever the plants begin to 
blossom even during the first year 
Use a spring-tooth harrow, a reno­ 
vator or a disc harrow in the spring 
just after a crop Is removed when the 
soil becomes hard and compact or 
very weedy. When a disc is used set 
nearly straight and weight down so 
that it w(ll run the desired depth. 
Manure will always give good re 
turns and especially on poor land and 
when the plants are doing poorly. 
Do not pasture late in the fall or 
during the winter. Most alfalfa grow 
ers claim better results when the 
crop is grown for hay Chan when the 
field is pastured. 
Do not pasture at all during the 
first three years, or until the alfalfa 
becomes thoroughly estabished. 
The alfalfa crop should he cut when 
ever 5 or IO per cent of the plants 
are in blossom. Even a better method 
of telling when to mow is to watch 
the base of the plant and cut when­ 
ever The little buds show that a new 
growth is started. 
Allow the plants to wilt but not to 
become too dry in the swath, then 
rake and cure in the wind row or 
hunches. 
Stack or put in the barn when cur­ 
ed, which will be about one week 
after mowing, depending upon Che 
weather conditions. 
When a seed crop is desired, the 
first crop should be removed and then 
the plants allowed to go to seed. The 
production 
of 
seed 
depends 
very 
largely upon the weather conditions 
and upon the thickness of the plants. 
The seed crop may be mowed and 
raked the same as the hay crop, and 
most of the seed can be saved by an 
ordinary threshing machine. 
Feed this valuable hay to good 
stock; you cannot afford to sell it. 
Briefly this summarizes the more 
im portant considerations in starting 
and caring for the alfalfa crop, and 
is intended to answer the many ques 
lions which are constantly being ask­ 
ed of the station
